The hills of St. Thomas are not so 
striking as those of some other islands 
in the West Indies, hut they are still 
sufficiently picturesque, and the situa­ 
tion of the town is quite peculiar. 
It 
is built on three low hills which lie 
side by side along the water’s edge 
Behind them is the higher range which 
runs through the island. 
Tlio three 
hills are so steep that you see each 
uouso distinctly tis it mounts above its 
neighbors; and at night, when they 
ire lit up, the three glittering pyra­ 
mids have a fairy-like effect. 
We left St. Thomas on Monday af­ 
ternoon, and early7 on Tuesday morn* 
ng were sailing past the shores of 
Hayti. 
When we came on deck we 
had reached the western coast. 
Its 
mountains were higher than any we 
had previously seen, and the range 
more continuous and steeper toward 
the sea. 
About midday we came to 
Port-au-Prince, and very impressive 
was the sail up the noble bay on which 
it stands. 
The appearance of Hayti is 
so full of charms, and her natural re­ 
sources. according to the guide-books, 
so rich and varied, one can not help 
wondering that the white race should 
have indulged the cruelty and stupidity 
which caused it to fall into the hands 
of an inferior people. 
Although the beauty of the approach 
to Port-au-Prince can scarcely be sur­ 
passed, the appearance of the place it- 
>e!f is most unattractive. A few boats 
put out from it to bring some passen­ 
gers on board; one brought oranges 
and bananas for -ale, a dilapidated 
lighter took some boxes ashore, pas­ 
sengers and boatmen being all alike 
jet black, aud all their appointments 
alike inadequate and wretched. 
Hav­ 
ing left boxes and mail, we started 
again for Jamaica and watched the 
mountains of Hay ti grow dim behind 
us with a tag o regret. 
The next morning early we were in 
sight of the equally beautiful moun­ 
tains of Jamaica, still higher and of 
finer outlines than those of Hayti. This 
whole region is certainly the chosen 
abode of beauty. 
It is a constant sur­ 
prise to feel the warmth and delicious 
softness of the air, to see the brilliant 
sky, and to watch the succession of 
verdure-clad mountains on these ex­ 
quisitely picturesque islands, which 
are perpetually caressed by the rest­ 
less sea on whose bosom they are set. 
It is a painful surprise, though, to see 
that such enchanting natural loveli­ 
ness has become the home of such 
an 
unsatisfactory 
phase 
of 
hu­ 
man 
lib*. 
The ship comes to an­ 
chor before 
the town of Kingston, 
landing 
at tho foot of a plain which 
slopes downward from the magnificent 
hills to a blue and shining sea. 
As 
soon as you disembark you find the 
streets 
filthy, lined with wretched 
hovels and poorly-built houses, the 
black inhabitants, dirty, with torn 
clothes, lounging along the streets, yet 
laughing and contented in the midst of 
dirt and degradation. 
Even the white 
people who have lived here long seem 
to have become affected with the pre­ 
vailing spirit or to be unable to cope 
with it, for they are contented to have 
such disoruer around them as they 
would never have submitted to in their 
native countries. 
No one expects to 
have orders exactly carried out or any­ 
thing done at the time set. 
At the 
best hotel, universally so considered, 
the food is wretched, the tablecloth 
dirty, the company extremely mixed, 
aud the w aiters seem to get along as 
well as they can without brains. 
The 
whole appearance of the citv and its 
inhabitants is depressing. 
You won­ 
der if such a forlorn condition of af­ 
fairs is the necessary result of life in a 
hot climate, or whether it may be ow­ 
ing to errors of government or to the 
reputed 
exhaustion of the soil of 
Jamaica, and consequent decay of the 
island’s prosperity, or even to the 
enormous preponderance of the black 
race. 
For here, as in the other islands, 
white faces are the exception; the 
mass of the population are black, with 
a certain proportion of colored peo­ 
ple, as those of mixed blood are called.

During a conversation with a fore­ 
man of a large manufacturing com­ 
pany he said incidentally: “ We have 
had no American apprentices in two 
years,” and in reply to my interroga­ 
tion said that American parents w’ere 
more desirous of their sons learning 
to despise labor than to adorn it. 
Looking the m atter over carefully I 
have reached the conclusion that he is 
right. 
It is a pity. 
Young man, look 
forward a few years. 
You have good 
homes to-day and homes where every 
comfort possible to have is in youi 
grasp. 
I o u do not appreciate these 
things. 
They come to you without 
effort, they are retained to you with­ 
out effort on your part and you per­ 
mit yourself to slide 
along on the 
greased pole of confidence 
in 
the 
ability of you’* parents to provide. 
Did you ever think that money, some­ 
times, yes, often, takes wings? 
Well, 
it does; it goes in the twinkling of an 
eye sometimes and then your father 
has to work, and you, if you have any­ 
thing in your composition and make 
up which 
has the appearance of a 
man, will go to work to help out your 
father. 
Now, if you had learned a 
trade you would not be obliged to 
search 
for 
six-dollar positions 
as 
clerks, but could step into places that 
are w aiting for just such men as you 
might be, at a fair salary. 
Don’t think when you light your 
cigarette and walk down the street 
that you are any better than anybody 
else. 
Don’t imagine that the mechan­ 
ic as he passes you envies you. 
Don’t 
imagine 
that society could not get 
along without you. 
You must know 
that society thinks only of jo u r money 
aud nothing of you, anil if your father 
was to lose his dollars to-day that to­ 
morrow would find you knocking at 
society’s closed doors. 
And the me­ 
chanic pities you and says, “ Well, I 
would not exchange places with him,” 
and he means it. 
Suppose you put on an old suit of 
clothes and go down to the machine 
shop or the factory or the printing 
office and commence at the bottom 
round and work up.

Now she al­ 
leges that the statement of Mr. Storey 
at that lime as to the value of his estate 
w’as false; that her own representative, 
who is now dead, colluded with her 
husband’s lawyer in the misrepresenta­ 
tion, and that she ought to have had a 
decree for far more alimony than she 
got—$10,000 a year rather than $6,000.

the animals were put in earthen pots 
pierced with holes, and rubbed on the 
inside with flour mixed Yvith wine. 
Some of them grew to be very large. 
The Romans liked snails because they 
provoked thirst aud gave an excuse 
for drinking wine.—Toronto Qlobe. 


Losses Sustained by Fanners In Conse­ 
quence of the Liberal Use of Credit. 
Until about twenty-five years ago, 
ays The Chicago Times, almost all the 
trade of farmers was carried on by 
means of barter. 
They exchanged the 
products of their farms not only for 
goods, but for the services of mechan­ 
ics. 
A farmer took a load of grain, 
fruit, or meat to the nearest town, and 
exchanged it on the best terms he 
could for articles he wanted for him­ 
self or family. 
Sometimes a farmer 
would make a contract with some 
country merchant to take his surplus 
grain at the current price and receive 
the worth of it in goods as he wanted 
them. 
The majority of men hired to 
Jo work on farms received little or no 
cash. 
They took orders on the mer­ 
chants with whom their employers 
traded. 
Hired girls received orders 
for dry goods instead of money. 
Un­ 
less cash was expressly stipulated, the 
majority of laborers expected to re­ 
ceive “ store pay” for their work. 
Iu 
many of the northern states, butter, 
. eggs, sheep pelts, and dried apples 
took tne place of money. 
They form­ 
ed the great bulk of the currency, and 
without them it would have been diffi­ 
cult to carry on a retail business. 
They constituted the common circulat­ 
ing medium. 
They were refused by 
i scarcely any one, except the tax col­ 
lector, the postmaster, and the travel­ 
ing showman. 
The civil war and the general intro­ 
duction of railroads changed all this. 
The former was the means of causing 
money to circulate freely, and indi­ 
rectly produced a safe paper currency. 
The latter brought a cash market to 
the neighborhood where almost every 
farmer lived- 
At nearly every rail­ 
way station persons established them ­ 
selves who were ready to pay cash for 
every article produced 
on 
farms. 
Farmers now’ receive, or may receive, 
cash for w hatever they have to dispose 
of. 
They also have the means of as­ 
certaining in every considerable town 
on any day the price of every com­ 
modity in all the principal markets iii 
the world. 
A few traders in some 
sparsely-settled districts continue u> 
do a barter business tor the accommo­ 
dation of some of their customers. 
But it is conducted on a cash basis. 
The fanner knows the cash price of 
the articles he sells as well as of those 
he buys. 
In most towns, however, 
one set of men buy products of farm ­ 
ers arid pay money for them, while an­ 
other set sell the goods that farmers 
desire to purchase. 
The farmer no 
longer asks how many pounds of su­ 
gar he can get for a crock of butter at 
a certain weight. 
Neither does he in­ 
quire as to how many clothespins he 
can obtain for a dozen eggs. 
Trade in one respect is now’ con­ 
ducted in the country in the same 
way that it is in cities. 
It is earned 
on through the agency of money. 
It 
is to be regretted that it is uot always 
conducted on a cash basis as well a.- 
on a money basis. 
The credit system 
prevails to.an almost alarming extent 
among the farmers of the northwest. 
Some classes of goods, notably agri­ 
cultural implements, are 
generally 
sold on credit. 
The high prices asked 
for most of them are chiefly due to the 
fact that they are sold on long time. 
Cash was required to purchase mate­ 
rials to make the implements and to 
pay workmen for putting them to­ 
gether. 
Manufacturers and dealers 
make a large addition to the prices of 
articles that are sold on time. 
If the 
practice of selling them on credit is 
general, the cash buyers are assessed 
to make up the losses that occur. 
In 
some sections of the west it is rare to 
find a farmer who is not in debt for 
plows, harrows, seeders, mowing and 
reaping machines. 
The purchases are 
generally 
made 
in anticipation of 
large crops, which in many cases are 
not raised. 
In the event of a satisfact­ 
ory crop, the money received for it is 
generally all required to pay for the 
machinery purchased to help produce 
it. 
The practice often indulged in by 
farmers of having an open account 
with merchants is not in the interest 
of thrift and economy- 
Persons often 
purchase articles that they do not 
really need w’hen they can obtain them 
w ithout the payment of money. 
They 
see them in a store, knoYv that they can 
obtain them on credit, have them added 
to their account, and take them home. 
When all the members of a farm er’s 
family are allowed to obtain goods in 
this way, it is no wonder that the ac­ 
count becomes very large, and that it 
is all on one side of the journal or 
ledger. The wonder is, taking the sea­ 
sons as they go. that the farmer has 
an\’ money after he has settled his 
store 
bills’ with the money received 
from the sale of his crop. 
There is 
genuine pleasure in having money in 
one’s pocket. 
There is also genuine 
pleasure in having money to spend for 
articles wanted for present or future 
use. 
Very few persons, however, ex­ 
perience much gratification in paving 
out a large sum of hard-earned money 
for clothes that have been worn out, 
food that has been eaten, and fuel that 
has been burned. «Xhere is very little 
pleasure in pay ing for past enjoyment. 
No one is happy in paying for a frolic 
that occurred so long ago that it is 
almost forgotten. 
Much of the misery and m any of the 
misfortunes of society come from an­ 
ticipating money that is to be earned. 
Many persons living in large towns 
spend their wages a week or month in 
advance of the regular pay-day. They 
are always in debt, and, of course, al­ 
ways without ready money. 
They are 
never in a situation to take advantage 
of a low market to lay in a stock of the 
things they are certain to need in a 
short time. 
Let even a short sickness 
occur, or let them be turned out of 
employment for a brief period, and 
they are dependent on charity for sup­ 
port. 
They are members of the great, 
unthrifty multitude that is to be found 
in every* large city. The farm er’s pay­ 
day comes at long and sometimes at 
uncertain intervals. 
When it does 
come, it should result in the reception 
of money that can be used for present 
and future wants and pleasures. 
If 
all the money received for crops and 
animals is required to pay debts con­ 
tracted during the year, the coming 
season w ill be devoid of pleasure, and 
quite likely of prosperity. 
The farm­ 
ers who succeed best iii business and 
who have the most enjoyment are 
those who have ready money’. A farm ­ 
er to be happily situated should be a 
Year ahead of demands for money, 
and not a y ear behind. 
Before the war, farmers in the south­ 
ern states were generally’ in debt tor 
their current expenses. 
They ordinar­ 
ily depended on a single crop of tobac­ 
co, cotton, or sugar for money. 
This 
crop was all sold at one time. 
The 
money received for it, in the great ma­ 
jority of cases, wrent to pay debts. The 
farmer lived a year in advance of his 
income. As he was obliged to purchase 
on credit, he paid from 25 to 50 per 
cent, more for his supplies than farm ­ 
ers in some of the northern states did 
where business was conducted on tho 
cash principle. 
Since the war, the 
farmers in many parts of the south 
have given up buying goods on credit. 
The change has been productive of a 
state of prosperity never known be­ 
fore. The report now comes from Can­ 
ada that the farmers have generally 
resolved to buy and sell only for cash. 
By agreeing to pay cash for all the ar­ 
ticles they purchase, dealers in almost 
all kinds of goods ha\re made large re­ 
ductions in prices. 
This change from 
i credit to a cash system has been 
brought about largely by the exertions 
of the members of the order of the 


Patrons of Husbandry, which is nu­ 
merous and influential in the Domin* 
ion. 
A similar movement among the 
farmers of tho northwest would b® 
productive of great good. 


- Gymnastics. 
Health is a subject much talked 
about of late, and health exhibitions 
have 
become fashionabe places 
of 
resort of those with time on their 
hands to lounge away an idle morning, 
as well as places of interest and in­ 
struction for those who are aware of 
tho important fact that health is, aud 
should be, the first and highest consid­ 
eration of our lives, and when physi­ 
cians tell us that it may be greatly 
aided and supported by regular and 
reasonable movemeraent and exercises, 
such as gymnastics, riding on horse­ 
back, and even fencing, which are all 
alike salutary, we should not fail to 
impress this fact on the minds of the 
young and growing, to induce and in­ 
cite them to use their limbs in every 
possible way and manner. 
Gymnastics, often called calisthenics, 
w’hen practiced by young ladies and 
children, were greatly-appreciated by 
tho ancients, and have become very 
fashionable pastimes in these days, but 
it is necessary to have suitable, easy- 
fitting dresses when taking lessons of 
the clever and even talented masters 
and mistresses, especially educated for 
giving instruction in such exercises. 
The pretty gymnastic costumes for 
children are mostly composed of short 
trousers and a blouse of gray linen, 
either ornamented with rows of stitch­ 
ing, or embroidered tastefully with 
border of bright-colored cotton, and 
drawn in at the waist with abroad belt 
and buckle, or clasps; for young and 
married ladies flannel robes are par­ 
ticularly recommended, although dain­ 
ty arrangements are made up in soft 
woolen materials and abov’e all dark 
jersey stuffs; 
the pantaloons going 
down to the middle of the leg are but­ 
toned below, and the blouse, which is 
high and closed before, completed by 
a short pleated skirt, trimmed with 
colored braid, a colored pleated frill 
goes around the neck opening and en­ 
circles the wrist, a band w’ith sash bow 
behind makes the costume Jit yvcII to 
the figure, yet without pressure. 
It would be impossible to enter fully 
into the principles of gymastics a3 
practiced by the pupils, but we can 
only state the results aud assure our 
readers that many diseases of the chest 
and stomach have not only been reliev­ 
ed but entirely cured by the daily use 
of these excellent and healthy exer­ 
cises; we have seen, too, weak growing 
girls and delicate, sickly looking chil­ 
dren rapidly gain strength, vigor, and 
elasticity as well . as fresh, bright, 
blooming complexion.— The Season.

salt and sugar over each layer of beef 
and turn the cold brine on it.

keep the brine from becoming stagnant. 
lf any scum should arise remove it be- 
before yon remove the weight or disturb 
the l>eef. 
In the month of Mav remove 
the l>eef, scald and skim aa before, and 
repack with rock salt anc sugar.

you draw from it often enough to keep 
the brine wall stirred up, you w ill have 
as mellow, sweet beef at the end of fif­ 
teen months as the first week.

Tho San Francisco Record says of the 
relative longevity of men and women 
the following: 
“Interesting resources 
concerning the comparative longevity 
of men and women in Europe have re ­ 
cently been made by the director of tho 
bureau of statistics at Vienna. 
From 
these it appears th at about a third more 
women than men reach advanced age. 
Women oftener lead quiet, regular lives. 
They 
have 
few 
had 
habits, 
are 
less exposed to strong passion and 
excitement. 
It 
appears 
from 
the 
gathered 
statistics 
of 
the 
world, 
says tho M odern age, that 
women 
have a greater tenacity of life than men. 
N ature worships tho female in all its 
varieties. 
Among 
insects the male 
perishes at a relatively early period, in 
plants the semiate blossoms die earliest, 
and are produced in the weaker limbs. 
Female quadrupeds have more endu­ 
rance than males. 
In the human race, 
despite tho intellectual and physical 
strength of man, tho woman endures 
longest, and will bear pain to which the 
strongest man succumbs. 
Zymotic dis­ 
cases arc more fatal to males, and more 
male children die than females. Dover 
ga asserts that tho proportion dying 
suddenly is about IOO women to 780 
m en; 1,080 men in the United States 
in 1870 committed suicide to 285 wom­ 
en. 
Intem perance, 
apoplexy, 
gout, 
hydrocephalus, affections of the heart 
or liver, scrofula, paralysis, are far 
more fatal to males than female*. 
Pulm onary 
consum ption, 
on 
the 
other hand, is more deadly to the latter, 
which argues that we ought to give the 
girls of our families all the out door ex­ 
ercise that tliey need. 
Fem ales in cities 
are more prone to consumption than in 
the country. 
All old countries not dis­ 
t u r b s by em igration, have a m ajority 
of females in the population. 
In royal 
families the statistics show more daugh­ 
ters than sons. 
The Hebrew women 
is exceptionally long-lived, while the 
colored man is exceptionlly short lived. 
Dr. Hough rem arks that there are from 
two to six i>er cent mere males born 
than females, yet there is more than 
six lier cent excess of females in the 
living population. The rush and worry of 
the average business man in this country 
is apt to make him prem aturely old, 
unless he takes judicious recreation. 
Tho females are to a great extent ex­ 
em pt from this over-straining about 
business cares, which may, in a degree, 
account for their superior vitality. ” 
There can lie no doubt but that in the 
last sentence of the aliove there lies 
the kernel of the true difference in the 
United States between the longevity of 
men and women in this country. 
More 
than one close observer noticed that 
last summer and fall many men died 
from the over-wrought pressure brought 
to bear u|x>n them who promised under 
more favorable circumstances to live 
for many years.

Curing- Hams and Bacon. 
Mr. W illiam Orozier's method of cur­ 
ing ham# anti bacon is as follows: When 
t ie meat has I teen properly cut up it is 
well rubbed with salt and left on tile 
benches to drain for 24 hours. 
Thia 
removes the m oisture from it. 
Seven- 
and-one-lialf pounds of salt, two-anil- 
j one half pounds of brown sugar, 
and 
four ounces of salt peter, are then put 
in as much water as will dissolve them 
completely, and two ounces of Cayenne 
per per are added. 
The liquid is boiled 
a few minutes, skimmed, and set aside 
to cool. 
Meanw hile the meat is ru b ­ 
bed with a dry m ixture of the same, 
and is closely packed in the 
barrels 
or tubs, and tile pickle is poured over 
it until it is covered. 
In six weeks it 
j is .-tired and ready for smoking. 
It 
is smoked with hickory brush-wood or 
i corncobs, or botlf, one hour a day for 
ten days. 
The fire is made outside ol 
j the smoke-house, and the smoke is car­ 
ried in by a flue, so that it is cooled 
and does not warm the 
meat.

I ten days the meat is rublied with pep­ 
per and is ready for sale, or, if to be
